The following genealogical outline of the Cooper family, who ~~ 
settled in southeast Mississippi, is based upon information obtained 
from census records, other government records, cemeteries, interview 
with family members, and from information appearing in the book Four.” 
Centuries on the Pascagoula, Volume II, by Cyril Edward Cain. Where 
possible, facts and dates were verified by chee one source against 
another in an effort to make this outline as accurate as possible as of 
July, 1974. 


To date, it has been impossible, because of the time required, to 
obtain the names of all the descendants of William Cooper, who settled 
in Jackson County, Mississippi, during 1836 with his wife and family; 
however, with this outline, a descendant of William Cooper could probably 
develop his or her own lineage. 


In this outline, the number preceding a name designates the genera- 
tion starting with James Cooper, the father of William Cooper, mentioned 
above, who is number 1. James Cooper would be the great-great-great- 
great-great-grandfather of some of the younger members of the present day 
generations. In some family lists in this outline, the lineage can be 
traced back eight generations. 


To determine one's ancestors in this outline, simply locate the name 
in which you are interested and determine the number beside it. Then 
find the preceding lower number in the outline and this will be the 
parents of the person you are looking up. By repeating this process 
several times, you will be able to trace one’s ancestors back to James 
Cooper, who is number |.

William Coo er, their second child and whose descen- 
dants are set forth in this booklet, was also born in the State of 
Maryland on March 15, 1796. James Cooper moved to Wilkes County, 
Georgia, circa 1800 where most of his remaining children were born. 

He then moved from Georgia to Tuscaloosa County, Alabama, settling 
northeast of Tuscaloosa near Cottondale, and then moving from there to 
another section of Tuscaloosa County which is known as the North River 
section some fifteen to twenty miles north of Tuscaloosa. Both James 
Cooper and his wife appear in the 1840 Tuscaloosa County Census and 
their ages were shown between 70 and 80 at the time of the census. It 
is not known when James Cooper died; however, he was deceased as of 
1845 as his will appears in the record books of Tuscaloosa County as 
of August 13, 1845, In this will, his children were listed as follows, 
apparently in the order of their birth:

In 1768, SHANE: and PEGGY O'NEAL spent a short while in 
Charleston, S.C. on arrival in America, but they first , 
set-up living-quarters in S.C. at GEORGETOWN, where they 
had friends who had preceded them from Ireland to S.C. 
GEORGETOWN was very early settled by an aristocracy . 
equal to any in the civilized world. JOHN O'NEAL had 
soon set-up Trade-Connections between Ireland, and a ; 
chain of leading American Traders, such as THE MCINTOSH"S 
of Georgetown, and.THE STROTHER'S of CHARLESTON, in S.C. 
- There were Ware-houses in both towns for the storage 
of their imported-exported wares for American Trade. , 
Comfortable wings, or dormitories had been built-on, for 
the accommodation: of Traders, their families, friends _ 
and. immigrants - a.sort-of hotel. As ships came in from 
Ireland, JOHN was having fine pieces of furniture and 
personal items brought-in, a few at a time, looking 
towards making Peggy and their children comfortable. 
Among such items was Peggy's old "Gold Irish Harp", 
which eVettually found a resting-place at "Tara" in 
Perry.Co., Miss., about 1818. 


‘It soon developed that JOHN went from GEORGETOWN up The 
Great Pee-Dee River, where he established a Mercantile- 
business at-present DARLINGTON. Here again there was 
a dormitory-wing built-on, where JOHN could entertain 
‘PEGGY and their’ children when they chose to be there.:

He led 
his warriors against the Creeks in connection with Jackson in 1812. He signed as leading 
chief the treaty of Choctaw Trading House, Miss., Oct. 24, 1816; of Treaty Ground, 
Miss., Oct. 18, 1820; of Washington, D.C., Jan. 20, 1825; and of Dancing Rabbit Creek, 
Miss., Sept. 27, 1830. He died of smallpox at the agency in Arkansas, Sept. 30, 1838. His 
name was later applied to a district in Indian Ter.

Chief Moshulatubbee 

Amosholi-T-vbi 

“Warrior Who Perseveres” 

Born 1770 

Chief Moshulatubbee of Northern district, Choctaw Nation in Mississippi, received his 
name as a young warrior. He was dignified in bearing, of fine physique, steady and 
thoughtful in disposition. As Chief he was noted for his orders banning liquor traffic and 
drinking in his county. He strongly favored education, and a mission school (ABCFM) 
was located at this prairie village near the Natchez Trace (Ms) in 1824. Moshulatubbee 
was one of the three head chiefs who signed the early Choctaw treaties with the United 
States, including that at Dancing Rabbit Creek in 1830, which provided for the removal 
of the Choctaws from Mississippi. He had high hopes in coming west with his people in 
1832, and made his new home in LeFlore County. He died at his home and was buried 
nearby, his grave covered in unmarked stones. The region from the Arkansas River to the 
Winding Stair Mountains was called Moshulatubbee District in law books of the Choctaw 
Nation, 1834 to 1907.This interesting and informative document was found in:

Commissioner of the Court of Claims for Mosholatubbee District Choctaw Nation... 
McKee King aged about sixty-two years who being first duly sworn according to law 
declares that he is one of the parties whose name appears upon the above & foregoing 
account and that he is a Son of Musholatubbee Dec'd and that Davis King and Lucy King 
are the heirs of Charles King Dec'd who was also a Son of said Musholatubbee Dec'd and 
that Henry, Alexander, Caldwell, Israel, Thompson and Steven Cooper are the surviving 
heirs of Susan Cooper formerly Susan King who was a daughter of the said 
Musholatubbee Dec'd, that he and the heirs of Charles King & Susan Cooper formerly 
Susan King herein mentioned are the sole Surviving heirs of the said Musholatubbe Dec'd 
except Tecumseh King who was born in this nation, that he & they are citizens of the 
Choctaw Nation that said account is just and correct... and the sum of six thousand six 
hundred and ninety dollars and twenty five cents is justly due him and the heirs 
mentioned herein that the said Musholatubbee now Dec'd and wife and Hiram & Charles 
& Susan King together with four other women of the said Musholatubbees family and 
himself voluntarily emigrated at their own expense to the Choctaw Nation from the City 
of Memphis & State of Tennessee in the year 1833...that the property specified in the 
above and foregoing account was all lost in consequence of emigration from Mississippi 
to this Country and that himself nor either of the heirs mentioned herein have received 
anything for the same either from the U. S. or Choctaw Nation.

In the same file there is this testimony given before the CCCC...Lucy Bohannon states 
that she is about sixty-four years of age, resides near Legal in Atoka County, is a double 
cousin to Anderson King. Her father's name was Charles King. Her grandfather's name 
was Musholatubbee, who was one of the chiefs in the old Choctaw Nation. The children 
of Musholatubbee were McKey King, Charles King, Peter King, Tecumseah King, Hiram 
King, James King, Susan (King) Cooper. All of the children of Musholatubbee are dead. 


In response to the question, "Did Musholatubbee have any other chilren besides those 
whom you have named, as you get it from the family?" she replied, "No sir. Susan Cooper 
told me that she had one sister about seven years old when she died." When asked how 
she came to died, she replied that she burned to death. 


Lucy states that McKey King died at council at Armstrong Academy; her father [Charles] 
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died on the other side of Poteau in the Eastern Part of the Nation; Peter King died on the 
homestead of McKey King; Tecumseah King died close to McKey King. She did not 
know where James and Hiram died. 


Of the children of Susan [King] Cooper only Israel Cooper was alive. He lived at San 
Bois. When questioned about where she got this information she said that it was from 
Susan Cooper whom she lived with until she died, which was a good while ago, but after 


the Civil War. 


Of Anderson King, she said he was about seventy-five, and that he knew the same things 
about the family as she did and she had talked with him frequently. She said she 
understood that when Musholatubbee moved from the old Nation he brought all his 
family and she hadn't heard any talk about him having any more children; and had never 
heard of his having any daughters except Susan and the child that burned to death.

Joseph Nicholas was born in the State of Tennessee about 1800. By at least 1823 
he appears in Jefferson County, Alabama where he married Mary Lovelace 
(Loveless) 

On the 1830 census Joseph and Mary are living on land in the southern most part 
of Jefferson County near Sheiby County, Alabama. In fact, it appears that as county 
lines changed over the decades, this land would sometimes fall within the adjusted 
boundaries of Shelby County, Alabama. The land that Joseph and Mary were living 
on in 1830 was also adjoining the land of Mary’s father, John Lovelace. It is also 
noteworthy that the property Joseph and Mary are also living on is property 
previously purchased in 1819 by Jacob Nicholas. By the 1830 census Jacob is 
living in neighboring Shelby County, Alabama. 


No record has been located that establishes the paternity of Joseph Nicholas. 
Four Nicholas men were living in Jefferson County, Alabama according to the 1830 
federal census for Jefferson County, Alabama. Thomas Nicholas, William Nichols, 
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John Nichols and Joseph (Joel) Nicholas all appear on the census. The only 
Nicholas man living in Jefferson County, Alabama in 1830 that would be old 
enough to be the father of Joseph Nicholas is Thomas Nicholas who was between 
60 and 70 years of age according to the 1830 census. William and John Nichols 
were between the twenty and thirty years of age and could possibly be brothers of 
Joseph. 


The case for Thomas being the father of Joseph is certainly circumstantial but 
compelling. Besides the proximity of Thomas to Joseph there are other facts linking 
the two men. The possible key to unraveling the mystery lies in the connection 
between the Nicholas, Cooper and Lovelace families. As we know, Joseph married 
Mary Lovelace in 1823. Jacob Nicholas, who was also born in Tennessee 
about 1780, married Mary Cooper, the daughter of Henry Labon Cooper and 
Molly Houston Cooper. (The aunt of Sam Houston of Texas). Tracking the 
movement of these patriarchs, Thomas Nicholas, Henry Labon Cooper and John 
Lovelace, reveals some interesting information. 


Between 1778 and 17871 it is believed that Henry Cooper moved from Bute 
County North Carolina to the Tombigbee region above Mobile. Henry is listed as 
one of the Anglo’s surrendering to the Spanish in 1781. In 1787 all three men were 
living in the Spanish territory of West Florida in the Natchez District. Probably only 
a few hundred American families were living in that area that was then controlled by 
Spain. The 1787 Natchez District census lists a John Lovelace and a Henry Cooper 
living in the vicinity of Second Creek and a Thomas Nichols living in the Santa 
Catalina’s (St. Catherine’s) Creek area. A map of the Natchez District shows 
numerous creeks flowing from the Mississippi River eastward. The creeks included 
Big Black Creek, Bayou Pierre, Coles Creek, Fairchild’s Creek, Santa Catalina 
Creeks, Second Creek, Sandy Creek, White’s Cliff, Homochitto River, Buffalo 
Creek, and Bayo Sara. All of the creeks are separate creeks flowing from the 
Mississippi with the exception of Santa Catalina, Second and Sandy. Santa 
Catalina flows directly from the Mississippi and then forks into Second and Sandy. 
It appears therefore that all three patriarchs were living not only in the Spanish 
Natchez District but in close proximity to each other within the district. 

The 1792 Natchez census shows all three men still living within the district but 
Thomas Nichols is now shown living in the area of Second and Sandy Creek along 
with Henry Cooper. The 1792 Natchez census omits any reference to Thomas 
Nichols or to Henry Cooper and shows a John Lovelace living in the vicinity of 
Buffalo Creek, which is south of Second and Sandy Creek. [A William and Barry 
West also live in this District at this time. A James H. West lives near Joseph 
Nicholas in 1830. Need to see if there a relationship between this James West and 
William or Barry West.] Also, on March 31, 1801 a claim was filed by Littleberry 
West in Jefferson County of the Mississippi Territory that provided “Littleberry West 
claims 290 arpents in said county on Coles Creek by right of occupancy, the said 
land having been inhabited and cultivated in 1795 by Thomas Nichols who was the 
head of a family and sold the said tract to said West December 26 1798. Deed from 
Thomas Nichols of Adams County. [Adams County was a newly formed county in 
the new American controlled Mississippi Territory.] Thomas Nichols signs with a 
mark.” See, Unrecorded Land Claim Number 1845. It appears that Thomas Nichols 
may have sold out and moved from the Natchez area about 1798-1799. 
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Apparently there was a great deal of travel during this time between Natchez 
and the Cumberland Settlement around Nashville in Davidson County, Tennessee. 
A legal document found in the records of Davidson County, Tennessee dated 1794 
lists a Thomas Nichols of Natchez as a witness. In 1799 a Thomas Nichols and a 
John Lovelace appear on a list of people purchasing items in Davidson County, 
Tennessee from the Estate of Spilsby Tribble. This was shortly after Thomas had 
sold his holdings in Natchez to Littleberry West and it is likely that he had moved 
his family to that area of Tennessee by 1799. It is also significant that Joseph 
Nicholas was born in Tennessee in 1800. 


In 1801 Henry Cooper purchased property from a John Nichols in Sumner 
County, Tennessee. Sumner County is just south of Davidson County, Tennessee. 
In 1803 Henry Cooper appears on the tax lists for Davidson County, Tennessee. 
Neither Thomas Nicholas or John Lovelace have been found on tax lists for this 
time but official records place them both in the Nashville area at this time period. 
What are the chances of a John Lovelace, a Henry Cooper and a Thomas Nicholas 
all being in Natchez from at least 1787 until about 1798 and a John Lovelace, a 
Henry Cooper and a Thomas Nicholas also being around Nashville about 1800? 


In 1810 and 1812 a Jacob Nicholas is found on records from Lincoln County, 
Tennessee. A John and James Cooper are also found in Lincoln County at this 
time. John and James Cooper are two known sons of Henry Cooper. Lincoln 
County is due south of Nashville and just north of Madison County, Alabama. 
Lincoln County Records dated March 6, 1810 provide that Jacob Nicholas, James 
Nicholas and John Nicholas, along with nine other individuals were “to view and lay 
off a road the nearest and best way from Elk River (at the mouth of the Mulberry to 
the State line on a direct course to Huntsville, Alabama (Madison County). A 
Thomas Cooper and Joseph Nichols also appear at a sale of property of Joseph 
Looney in Lincoln County, Tennessee about 1819. Lincoln County Tennesssee Will 
Book March 1809-April 1824. 


In 1815 a Thomas Nichols and a Jacob Nicholas appear on the tax lists for 
Madison County, Alabama. 


The First County Court Minutes of Lincoln County, Tennessee also show that 
on October 20, 1819 a civil complaint filed by William Melson against a Thomas 
Nichols and wife was dismissed. 


In 1819 a Jacob Nicholas buys property in Jefferson County, Alabama 
Township 20S Range 5W Section 12. The same property owned by Joseph 
Nicholas and just adjacent to property owned by John Lovelace. 


In 1828 a Thomas and Hunter Nicholas purchase land together in Shelby 
County, Alabama. It is believed that Hunter also went by the name of Robert. 


.Henry Cooper’s granddaughter Delitha Cooper later married a Wilson Nichols 
in Rutherford County Tennessee. Joseph Nicholas later named one of his sons 
Sidney Wilson Nicholas. 


Much more research needs to be done to obtain additional evidence to prove 
or disprove the ideas set out herein. There was certainly more than one Henry 
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Cooper, Thomas Nichols and John Lovelace in existence during the period of time 
from 1780 to 1830 but it is difficult to believe that all three of these individuals living 
in the Natchez District about 1787 were not connected to our Joseph Nicholas who 
was living in Jefferson County, Alabama by 1820. If Jacob Nicholas was born in 
1780 he would be ready to marry or “to pair” around 1795-1800. Since we know 
that Jacob married the daughter of Henry Cooper it is logical to assume that 
Jacob and probably his father (Thomas?) lived close to Henry Cooper and his 
daughter, Mary around 1795-1800. It is clear that here were only a few American 
families living in the Natchez area around this time and it is not unlikely that Mary 
Cooper and Jacob Nicholas would have gotten to know each other and that a 
relationship flourished. 


It appears that the families of Thomas Nicholas, Henry Cooper and John 
Lovelace were very connected during the period of time in question and that the 
families all lived in Spanish Natchez from At least 1787 until about 1799 when all 
three families moved to the Nashville area. It appears that the Cooper and 
Nicholas families migrated south from Nashville as new Indian lands began to 
open for settlement. The families moved into the Middle Tennessee counties of 
Bedford, Rutherford and Lincoln during the early period from about 1805 through 
1815 and the Nicholas family apparently continued on to Madison County by 1815 
and Jefferson County by 1819. The family of John Loveless can not be located in 
Tennessee during the period from about 1800 to about 1820 and it is possible that 
they may have moved to South Carolina during this period of time. More research 
into their whereabouts needs to be done.

The Choctaws were close related to the Chickasaw Indians. The 
Choctsws homeland was South Mississippi and South Alabama. They 
were a farming class of people; they were peaceable people; but 
fought bravely for their homeland. The tribe had three divisions 
( with diferent customs; each had its head Chief and council. The 
councils of the whole nation was called by these Chiefs; see re- 
port of the meeting on the previous page. Descent was from the 
female line. In the Revolutionary War, Choctaws served as scouts 
in the american Army. Their warriors joined the -imericans azainst. 
the British and the Creek Indians in the War of 1912, Ther grew 
cotton to spin and weave into cloth for clothing. Several white 
men settled among tem and married Choctaw women. Some of their 
leaders bought Negro slaves and had very larce nlantations. The 
white man advanced on them and they hal to snrrender their land 
and move to Oklahoma. They numbered about twenty thousand with 
about one hundred white men “hat had married Choctaw women. A»0ut c

In 1819,.he resigned his nost with the Government and went into 
the merchant business in Mobile, Alabama.

He was elected to the 
Mississippi Legislature in 1861 and died in 1873. 
When the white man came in great numbers tothis area they 
started to have trouble with the indians. They were forced to 
surrender their land and move to the Oklahoma territory.

River. In 1837 they signed a treaty with the Choctaw for over a 
half million dollars to obtain to join their tribe.

Prarie Bluff, Wilcox county, on Saturday, July 2, 1887. A letter 
written for the family gives us a brief sketch of his life, as 


follows;

», JudgerCooper came to Alabama about the year 1819 or 1820, and 


* "settled in Clarkesville the following year, practicing his profession 


of law there until about the year 1825, when he moved to Claiborne, 

in Monroe county, where, in 1828. he was married to Miss Martha 
Thweatt. A part of the time he resided in Claiborne he was associated 
in the law with Gen. Parsons and James Delletts His wife died in 
1848. In 1850 he married the widow of Judge John G. Creagh, and 
then moved to Wilcox county where he has since resided. He has been 
quite feeble for several years, but kept up pretty well until about 
two months ago, he .tool his bed and has been gradually failing ever 
since until last Saturday, July 2d; when he quietly passed away, 

and now sl.-eps with his fathers. 


He left only two children, Mrs. Sarah T. Sterling and David 
T. Cooper. He was in his 87th year. ' 


Aaron Burr Cooper was born in Morris county, N.J.,the 11th 
of December, 1800. In 1845 and '47 he represented Monroe county 
in the state legislature. In 1865 he represented Wilcox county 
in the constitutional conven'tion, and was warmly supvorted the 
same year for United States senator. 


Judge Cooper was considered one of the abliest lawyers of the 
state. Ne practiced at our bar for a year or two immediately after 
the war, and was well known to many of our older citizens who will 
regret fo learn of his death. 


Mr. W.W. Daffin, clerk of the circuit court, furnishes us the 
following interesting item from the records of his court:

On 13 Nov 1828, Jesse Cooper purchased cattle from Joseph Chapman. The 
record was Filed in a courthouse in Jones Co. 24 Jan 1829. If the court 
house burned it is hard to say how a cousin came by this record, but I 
do have it. Ons of the witnesses was a Wm Hoseyu. We wonder if this 
could have been his fFather-in- law.

Sterling Cooper for your records.

THOMAS STERLING COOPER was born 2 Mar 1830 in Jones Co., Mississippi. 
His family was on the move as his brother Columbus was born in Kemper 
county 5S years later and by 184e they were in Union Parish of Lousiana 
where his father died in January. 


The estate of Jesse Cooper, father of Thomas Sterling Cooper, was 
listed in the court record as being ’considerable’ and inciuded i160 
acres of land and 3 negro slaves. 


The record also gives the name of his wife, and the mother of Thomas 
Sterling Cooper as ANNY COOPER. The minor children of the marriage are 
given as Martha June, Willian Decon, Thomas Sterling, Livingston and 
Columbus Marshall Cooper. 


ANNA HOSSER alis COOPER the widow of JESSE COOPER was appointed tutrix 
of the children and D PA Cook was appointed undertutor. 


On 14 Jan 1854 T S Cooper purchases land in Union Parish From S B 
Farrow. 


On 27 Dec 1856, T S Cooper purchased as ’negro boy named Henry about 31 
uears old’ From Matilda A. Masterson, widow of Marshall Masterson and 
mother of his wife, Jane Manerva Masteson. 


The 1860 cenus of Union Parish, Lousians lists the family of T. S. 
Cooper. The age of his wife Jans Manerva is given as 24 ysars and they 
had 6 chiidren. 


Thomas S. Cooper voluntarily enlisted in the Confederate States Army 29 
April 1862. The paperwork gives his place of birth as Jones Co. Miss 
and his age as 32, Bues - blue, hair - light, complexion - Fair, height 
6 Feet, occupation —- farmer. 


Columbus M. Cooper, brother of T.S. Cooper, joined the CSA at the same 
time. His personal data is listed as; birthplace - Kemper co. Niss, 
age - 27, eyes- blue, hair- light, complexion- fair, height S Feet ii 
inches, occupation - farmer. 


Both men were to receive a SO dollar bounty. T. S. was paid his on May 
14, 1862. He served in the Co. I Reg’t Louisiana Inf.. |. Records show 
that he was ’sick in camp’ in Feb 1863. He was captured 4% July 1863 
along with his regiment. He was paroled at Vicksburg S July 1863 when 
he gave an oath not to take up arms again against the United States. 
He appeared for exchange at Shreveport on 27 Mar. 1864. 


T S Cooper’s wife Jane Manuvera died 17 Oct 1863. He petitioned the 
court for tutorship of their minor childern and this was granted 3 
April 1868. The names of the children are listed as Alice J., Marion 
Columbus, Jesse M™., Martha E., Narcessia P. and William. Livingston 
Cooper is named as undertutor. 


The family is listed in Ward 6 of the Parish of Union, LA, on the 1880 
cenus. The head of the house is listed as Sterling Cooper along with 
wife, Mary, and children - Bettie 21, William 20, Narcissa 18, Permelia 
13, Mary J 11 €10), Florence &, Ula G, Myrtie 3 and Fannie 1. Also in 
the house hold is a Conedy C. Coleman 72, Emily his wife of 64, son 
Eugene H 35, daughter Jennie 21, and Eugene 2/12 born in Apr. No 
relatinship to the Cooper’s is indicated.

Thomas Sterling Cooper moved his family to Fannin Co., Texas prior to S 
July 1885 when and where his daughter, Bettie CMartha Elizabeth) 
married S. &.

At the time of the 1910 cenus, T. S. Cooper then 80 and his wife of 71 
were listed in the household of his dauther Myrtie T. and her husband 
Joseph J. Cunningham. Myrtie and Joseph had 3 sons at the time; Thomas 
H 14, Pace 12, Bruce 6, William S, and J B S/12@. Joseph Cunningham’s 
sister and Myrtie’s sister, Mrs Florence Watson then 37 and her son J. 
Lee Watson were also listed with the household 


Thomas Sterlling Cooper wrote a will dated 1903 in which he gives all 
his estate to his wife M. F. Cooper to enjoy during her life time.

y ALABAMA LIFESTYLES 
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owner of one of America’s 
largest stevedoring Companies, 
is known for his generosity 
and Mardi Gras spirit

When David J. Cooper is needed in 
one of his company’s overseas offic- 
es, he doesn’t have to hassle with 
making airline reservations or wait- 
ing in airport lines for tickets. 


All he has to dois take the elevator 
from his 11th floor office on Royal 
Street down one floor, where travel 
agents employed full-time by his 
company are waiting with tickets in 
hand. 


“They literally canissue the tickets 
while we're still on the telephone 
talking,” said Cooper, president of 
Cooper/T. Smith Corp., an interna- 
tional stevedoring company based in 
Mobile. “They hand them to you in 
the elevator as you're going down.” 


moment's notice. So hiring two full- 
time travel agents was a necessity. 

With offices in 38 different ports 
across the United States, South 
America, and Mexico, and its own 
insurance company in Bermuda, 
traveling is an integral part of the 
business. 

“When somebody calls, you've got 
to go immediately. Oftentimes, 
straight to the airport,” said Cooper. 

Before the airplane leaves the run- 
way, Cooper has another important 
task to complete: “You call home and 
say, ‘I’m not going to be home for 
dinner tonight.’” 

Cooper is quick to point out, how- 
ever, that all the travel is not as 
glamorous as it sounds. 


“The inside of an office in Paris 
looks just like the inside nfo offices in 
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Chunchula,”’ he jokes. ‘People 
don't know I was ina little cubicle 
in some guy's office all week get- 
ting kicked around by taxi drivers 
and bumped off planes by air- 
lines.” 

Last year alone, he traveled to 
China, Japan, Singapore, Korea, 
Hong Kong, Europe, Bermuda, San 
Francisco, Seattle, Tacoma, Los 
Angeles and New York. 

His favorite city? Mobile. 

“He goes all over the world, but 
he's always put Mobile first,” Joe 
Bullard said of his longtime friend. 
Bullard is an active community 
leader who owns several car deal- 
erships in Mobile. 

Cooper's love for Mobile is evi- 
dent in the amount of time and 
money he donates to community 
projects. 

The boards on which he serves 
are too numerous to list. The most 
he has been on at one time is 26. 

“He reaches a new level when it 
comes to commitment,” Bullard 
says. 

At the age of 28, Cooper was the 
youngest person to serve on the 
board of directors for SouthTrust 
Bank. He has been on the bank's 
board for 21 years and currently 
serves on the SouthTrust Bank of 
Alabama board. Other notable 
board memberships include UMS- 
Wright, Bay Area Partnership for 
Youth, Mobile Infirmary Medical 
Center, the University of Alabama 
College of Commerce & Business 
Administration, the Japan-Ameri- 
ca Society of Alabama and Senior 
Bowl Charities. 

Friends say Cooper's success in 
handling his various roles springs 
from his ability to motivate others 
to get involved in projects. 

Bullard says of his friend: ‘He 
does it through other people. He 
has sucha network of loyal friends. 
And he gives them all the credit 
and it makes them feel like a 
million dollars.” 

He is probably best known for 
his work as president of the Mobile 
Carnival Association — a regal 
post he acquired five years ago. 

Arthur Outlaw, Mobile's former 
mayor, calls Cooper “Mr. Mardi 
Gras.” Because of his contribu- 
tions to the Carnival season, Out- 
law wanted to honor his friend, but 
he did itin an unconventional way. 

While mayor of Mobile, Outlaw 
paid to have a “No parking during 
and after parade” sign placed in 
front of Cooper's Ashland Place 
home. 

Cooper appreciated Outlaw’s 
gesture so much that he kept the 
sign in front of his stately resi- 
dence. 

His Carnival royalty lineage has 
a long history. His mother was a 
lady-in-waiting in the 1936 court. 
He was a knight to King Felix III 
three different years. And in 1971, 
he was crowned King Felix III. 

Today, he promotes Mardi Gras 
as a fun stress-reliever for Mobi- 
lians. 

Fan of the waterfront 


Cooper sits inan elegantly deco- 
rated board room inthe Commerce 
Building, which overlooks the Mo- 
bile waterfront. 

From there, he can see the prog- 
ress of construction on the Cooper- 
Riverside Park, named in memory 
ofhis father, Ervin S. Cooper. David 
Cooper and his brother, Angus R. 
Cooper Il, contributed $244,000 
toward the park's construction, 
ut he insists his family should not 
be given credit for the park. 

Cooper sees the park as an 
opportunity for Mobilians to enjoy 
Mobile's beautiful waterfront. “We 
don't think the citizens of Mobile 
get proper access to the water. The 
largest ship ever to arrive in Mo- 
bile was here recently, but very few 
people saw it.” 

The Cooper family has been 
dedicated to preserving Mobile's 
waterfront. 

But their generosity to the city of

Mobile goes beyond the banks of 
the Mobile River. Cooper has qui- 
etly made anonymous financial 
donations to the community. 

Friends say Cooper has devoted 
his life to helping move Mobile 
forward. “I don’t know if there's 
anybody more committed to Mo- 
bile than David Cooper,” Bullard 
says. “He has made major contri- 
butions in terms of time and mon- 
ey. He’s just a giver.” 

Cooper said he learned about 
giving from his father. 

“My father always told Angus 
and me about his belief in giving 
until it hurts," he says while seated 
in a large leather chair positioned 
beneath a painting of the family 
patriarch, “My father emphasized 
to my brother and | that we are just 
stewards of some of the blessings 
the Lord has 
blessed us with.” 


Cooper said he receives the 
accolades because he’s in the pub- 
lic arena more than his brother. 

Colleagues say Cooper's humili- 
ty is part of the reason he is so 
successful 

“One of the best things about 
David is he never worries about 
who is going to get the credit for 
something,” says Robert Williams, 
chief executive officer and chair- 
man of Terminix Service. Williams 
has served on many boards with 
Cooper. “He has an unselfish ob- 
jective in mind in the things he’s 
doing.”

A senior at UMS-Wright 
Preparatory School, the younger 
Cooper spends 20 hours a week at 
the docks working for the compa- 
ny. “It's a real blessing to me to 
have a son who loves it so much,” 
Cooper said. 

Cooper shies away from taking 
credit for his achievements. When 
talking about the phenomenal 
growth of the business, Cooper 
gives his brother the lion's share of 
recognition. 

“He is kind of the unsung hero of 
this company. He’s the spark,” 
Cooper said. “He's the one who has 
really grown this company and 
never really gotten the proper 
credit.”

Only close friends know that 
while he was in high school Cooper 
played in a rock ‘n’ roll band with 
his friend Charlie Graddick, Ala- 
bama’s former attorney general 
and Mobile's former district attor- 
ney. Cooper played the drums for 
the band, which was called ‘The 
Monclairs.” 

The music bug stuck with him 
after high school. While at the 
University of Alabama in Tusca- 
loosa, Cooper sang for a year with 
“The Alabama Cavaliers,” a uni- 
versity singing group. 

And even after graduating with a 
bachelor's degree in general busi- 
ness and a position at his father’s 
company, he still had music in his 
blood. So at age 23 he moved to 
New York to sing with Lester Lan- 
in’s orchestra. His brief stint trav- 
eling with the band cured him of 
his itch to be a big dance band 


singer. 

“I knew right away traveling in 
the back seat of a station wagon all 
over the East Coast was not that 
glamorous,” says Cooper. “We 
would go in the back door of 
country clubs and have to change 
clothes in the men’s locker room. 
The contracts all said they would 
feed you. What they meant was you 
would get the trays of sandwiches 
picked over by wedding guests.” 

Reflecting on the experience, 
Cooper said he learned one thing: 
“I wanted to be in the stevedoring 
business. Working for daddy 
wasn’t all that bad.” 

Cooper still keeps in contact 
with Lanin and occasionally sings 
with the band when they come to 
Mobile for gigs. 

After quitting the band and mov- 
ing back to Mobile, Cooper settled 
down in his family’s business, 
working in the accounting depart- 
ment. Within a few years, he would 
make the biggest sales pitch of his 
life — asking Joanne Knowles to 
marry him. 

The two grew together. She 
turned down his advances in high 
school and it took him 25 years to 
get up enough courage to ask her 
foradateagain. 

“She is so shy,” Cooper says of 
his wife and the mother of their son 
and two daughters. “I constantly 
get credit for things she really did. 
She is my secret weapon.” 

Though his travels and commu- 
nity work keep him away from 
home, Cooper said in recent years 
he has tried to spend more time 
with his family — even if it means 
hopping back ona flight across the 
world. 

On one trip, he took his daugh- 
ters to Europe and they rode on the 
famed train the Orient Express. 
Last year, he traveled to Paris with 
his wife and daughters. He realized 
how much influence his daughters, 
Ashleigh Leland and Margaret 
Cooper, had over him when he 
agreed to go to a cooking school 
with the girls and his wife. 

“I was the worst student they 
had,” he recalls. “I can cook at the 
hunting camp, but when it comes 
to French cooking, that’s notsome- 
thing I’m very good at.” 

During the summer he takes his 
son to their houseboat at Grand 
Isle, La., to fish for speckled trout. 
In the winter, they hunt together at 
Grand Isle, at the family’s dove and 
quail hunting camp in Rosinton, 
and in Monroe County, Ala. 
Dabbling in politics 

After several years of being es- 
tablished in his family business, 
Cooper would hook up again with 
his classmate Graddick and help 
him in his bid to become Mobile's 
district attorney. 

Cooper had dabbled in politics 
at the university as campaign 
chairman for another Mobile 


friend, Lt. Gov. Don Siegelman, “ 


who was running for president of 
the Capstone’s Student Govern- 
ment Association. Cooper, Siegel- 
man and Graddick were all mem- 
bers of Delta Kappa Epsilon at 
Alabama. 

Two years ago, Cooper had a 
tough decision to make when 
Graddick and Siegelman opposed 
one another in the lieutenant gov- 
ernor’s race. He felt allegiances to 
both men, but supported Graddick 
in the end. “He's the godfather of 
my son, and I'm the godfather of 
his son.” 

Graddick was defeated by 
Siegelman. 

Cooper's fascination with poli- 
tics didn't end there. He went on to 
become the campaign manager for 
Outlaw, who served one term as 
mayor of Mobile, but was defeated 
by Mike Dow during his next bid. 

Looking back, Cooper says poli- 
tics was more of a hobby. “I’m not 
too sure how successful we were. 
By mentioning the ones I've men- 
tioned, I’ve already told you if you 
want to be sure your candidate 
doesn’t win, let David Cooper be 
your chairman,” he quips. 

Those associated with him, 
however, consider Cooper a win- 
ner.
